BOYCOTT AGAINST PRODUCE OF 
FARMERS WHO BAR HUNTING 


Workers Put on “Unfair 
list” Merchants Who Buy 

From Them. 
Collinsvile workingmen are put- 
ting on the “unfair list’ merchants 
who buy produce from farmers who 
do not permit hunting on their 
lands, <A resolution has been put 
through the miners’ union locals 
with this in view and will be brought 
up before the Central Trades and 
Labor Council. 
The workmen claim they want to 
cut down their cost of living by get- 
ting rabbits and quail. The farm- 
ers claim that so much damage has 
been done by indiscriminate shoot- 
ing over their farms that they will 
permit no more trespassing. The 
merchants claim they are caught be- 
tween two millstones on the propo- 
sition, as they are threatened with 
loss of custom if placed on the “un- 
fair list,”” and bound to lose custom 
if they refuse to buy farm produce.

PASSENGERS MAY PUT FEET ON 
SEATS ON PENNSYLVANIA LINE 


This Rule Applies, However, in Case 
of Vacancies After all’ Pas- 
sengers Are Scatedl. 

Passengers on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad may turn seats over and 
place their feet upon the cushions, 
provided there are enough seats. 
This question was decided at a meet- 
ing of the operating staff of the 
railroad recently. The decision was 
as follows: 

“While of course there is not a 
whole seat for every passenger, 
trainmen should see that seats are 
not turned over and an undue 
amount of space monopolized by any 
one passenger. To go further than 
this, however, and forbid the turning 
over of seats, even when there is 
Plenty of room, is unnecessary. 

“After all passengers have been 
provided with seats, conductors will 
exercise their judgment in permit- 
ting the turning over of seats. Pas- 
sengers should be required to exer- 
cise proper care to prevent the solil- 
ing of seats in placing their feet 
thereon.”

ISSENSION OVER 
ARMY PROMOTION 
RECOMMENDATION 


Older Officers, Dissatisfied 
With List as Sent to Sen- 
ate, Accuse Pershing of 
Fevoritism. 


TRADING WITH 
GEN. MARCH CHARGED 


Superseded Men Say “Merit 
System” Has Been Utilized 
to Perpetuate Certain Men 
in High Posts. 


By the Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—As the 
time draws near for the assembling 
of Congress in December, echoes of 
a bitter controversy raging in the 
inner circles of the War Department 
are beginning to come to the public 
ear. 

The dissension is over the list of 
general officers which President 
Wilson sent to the Senate for con- 
firmation last July, and which will 
be one of the first matters to come 
to the attention of that body at the 
coming session, These appointments, 
which fill practically one-half the 
entire roster of general officers, are 
the first to be made under the so- 
called merit system of promotion, 
created by the army reorganization 
act of 1920. Under that system, 
general officers are supposed to be 
chosen for their special fitness, in- 
stead of by seniority as heretofore, 
and a board of generals, headed by 
Gen. John J. Pershing, was named to 
make the selections. 

The list which the board prepared, 
and which the President sent to the 
Senate, contains the names of of- 
ficers to be raised to the rank of 
Major-General, and 23 to the rank 
of Brigadier-General. The chief 
cause of controversy is the fact that 
the board, in selection of Brigadier- 
Generals, jumped over some 25 men 
who held the rank of Major-General 
during the war, and many of whom 
commanded divisions in actual con- 
flict in France, and selected in their 
stead a group of younger men, no 
one of whom attained higher than 
the rank of Brigadier-General durine 
the war. Bitterness is accentuated 
by the fact that 11 of the 23 pro- 
posed new Brigadiers were either in 
the headquarters of Gen. Pershing at 
Chaumont, France, or otherwise 
were closely tn touch with the Com- 
mander in Chief in the Expedition- 
ary Force. 

Trading System Is Charged. 

The charge is now made by the 
older officers, who have been super- 
ceded, that Gen. Pershing, by a sys- 
tem of trading with Chief of Staff 
Peyton C. March, who also has sev- 
eral of his principal subordinates in 
the list. has used the new “merit” 
system to perpetuate his particular 
“nets” in high positions in the army. 

In defense of the board's selec- 
tions, it Is claimed that the young 
men selected as Brigadiers are the 
most brilliant officers in the army. 
They were the men picked out as 
chiefs of administrative divisions, or 
for important field commands of the 
expeditionary army at the outbreak 
of the war, and who, without excep- 
tion, served through to the finish, 
and established remarkable records 
of efficiency. 

They include William Lassiter, 
chief of artillery of the expedition- 
ary army; Ernest Hinds, tn com- 
mand at the port of embarkation at 
Hoboken: Hanson E. Ely, who won 
special distinction as commander of 
the Twenty-eilghth Infantry at the

STEAMER WITH 250 
IMMIGRANTS AT RAIL 
HITS ANOTHER SHIP 


Skipper Jumps From Bridge 
Into Midst of Panic-Stricken 
Throng.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—As her 
passengers, 250 of whom were im- 


migrants, lined the rails for a 
glimpse of New York's skyline, the 
Snapish royal mail steamship Mont- 
Serrat collided today with the Mal- 
lory line freighter San Marcos. The 
vessels, moving in from quarantine, 
were under the lee of the Statue of 
Liberty. 

The Montserrat was beached on 
the Brooklyn shore before she sank. 
The San Marcos, her bow smashed 
in, made her pler in safety. 

Seized with fear of disaster, the 
immigrants dashed for life rafts and 
boats. Capt. Muserla, a skipper in 
the Spanish service for more than 
a quarter of a century, called for 
full speed, turned the vessel toward 
the Brooklyn shore, jumped from 
the bridge into the excited crowd 
and restored order. 

Others of the ship's officers, with 
Ramon Manuel, Villova Nova, Span- 
ish consul at Vera Cruz, gave as- 
sistance to Capt. Muserla by taking 
charge of lifeboat and raft stations 
and prevented immigrants from 
jumping overboard, except one man.

BILLINGS’ PROSECUTOR WOULD 
NOT NOW VOTE TO CONVICT HIM 


San Francisco Attorney Makes State- 
ment Based on “My Present 
Knowledge of Case.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—J. F. 
Brennan, Gan Francisco attorney, 
who, as assistant district attorney, 
prosecuted Warren K, Billings, serv- 
ing a Hfe sentence with Thomas J. 
Mooney for murder in connection 
with a Preparedness day bomb ex- 
plosion here, said today he would not 
now vote for Billing’s conviction. 

Brennan’s statement was made 
following announcement yesterday 
that Police Officer Draper Hand, 
who gathered witnesses for the 
prosecution, told Mayor James Rolph 
the prosecution was a ‘“frame-up.”’ 

“If Hand admits the witnesses 
were framed, it probably fs a fact,”

sistent in many points and incredible 
in others. Hand had full charge of 
these witnesses.

PROGRESS MADE IN 
NEGOTIATING NEW 
JAPANESE TREATY 


Whether Exclusion of Labor- 
ers Shall Be Affected Said 
to Be Regarded as Ques- 
tion of Expediency. 


By the Aassoctated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Baron 
Shidehara, Japanese Ambassador, 
had another conference today with 
State Department officials regarding 
the treaty between the United States 
and Japan growing out of the adop- 
tion of the alien land law in Califor- 
nia and it was understood that the 
end of the negotiations was near. 

Whether the exclusion of Japanese 
laborers from the United States 
shall be affected by a provision of 
the new treaty or through a decree 
promulgated by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, is said here to be regard- 
ed not as a question of principle, but 
solely of expediency. 

The American position is that the 
inclusion of such a provision in the 
treaty would facilitate ratification of 
the pact by the Senate, but the Jap- 
anese position is that the treaty 
would be more likely to receive pop- 
ular support in Japan if it did not 
contain such a provision. 

While there will be no naturalisa- 
tion prevision in the treaty, it Is une 
derstood that the Japanese now in 
America, will be guaranteed equality 
of treatment with other aliens fn the 
Same treaty relations, and complaint 
of discrimination will be met by a 
declaration that any restrictions im- 
posed upon either Japanese in Amer- 
ica, or Americans in Japan, shall be 
reciprocal. In other words Amer!i- 
cans in Japan will be treated just 
as are the Japanese in America, and 
vice versa.

PANAMA CANAL MADE PROFIT 
OF $2,387,599 IN LAST YEAR 


Operating Expenses Were $6,548,272 
and Receipts $8,935,871 — Old 
Deficit of $2,231,001 Remains.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The 
Panama Canal is now fully self-sus- 
taining and, had there been no 
change in the rules of measurement, 
such as recently made, would show 
a comfortable surplus over cost of 
operation, according to the current 
canal record, the official publication 
of the zone. The statement does not 
show the exact proportion of tolls 
paid by American ships nor indicate 
the deficiency, if any, that would 
have to be met from the national 
treasury if American craft were ex- 
empted. 

During the last fiscal year total op- 
erating expenses were $6,548,272 and 
receipts $8,935,871, leaving a profit 
of $2,387,599. This does not take into 
account interest on capital invested, 
amounting to $367,151,696, repre- 
senting the entire cost of the canal. 

The total cost of operation of the 
canal since it was opened has been 
$36,657,766 and total revenues to the 
end of the past fiscal year $34,657,- 
766, leas certain deductions on ac- 
count of refunds of tolls which 
would make the deficit on that score 
$2,231,091, instead of a eurplue of 
$2.878.812,. had the orietinal rules 
of measurement been adhered to.

SEBASTOPOL, Nov. 13.—The 
forces of Gen. Wrangell, in the 
Crimea are in a most desperate sit- 
uation, the Bolsheviki having bro- 
ken through all thelines of defense 
and are now attacking the Wrangel 
army in the rear. 

The evacuation of Sebastopol 
probably will be effected by Sun- 
day, according to officers close to 
Gen. Wrangel, quéeting him to that 
effect. 

Thousands of refugees, panio- 
stricken, fill the streets and wharves 
of Sebastopol. Ships of many na- 
tions are hurriedly taking refugees 
aboard and the American Red Cross 
is loading its supplies. Rear Admiral 
Newton McCully, commander of the 
Adriatic naval forces In Russian wa- 
ters, will stay at Sebastopol until the 
last moment with a small guard on 
the American destroyer Overton. The 
American colony has been taken 
aboard the Overton. 

It is reported the Bolsheviki have 
sent an ultimatum to Gen, Wrangel 
demanding the unconditional sur- 
render of the “white” army.

The law 
provides, however, that ballot boxes 
may not be opened in such a man- 
ner as to disclose how any person 
voted, so in counting the ballots 
that part bearing the number must 
be kept folded, so that the identity 
of the voter whose ballot is being 
tallied is not divulged. 

“A witness cannot be compelled 
to tell how he voted, but where fraud 
is suspected, and voters are willing 
to testify, as in the Twenty-sixth 
Ward case, where a number of vot- 
ers have made affidavits as to how 
they voted, it also is possible to call 
men in and let them tell the jury 
how they voted.” 

Conviction of the charge in the 
primary fraud indictments is pun- 
ishable by imprisonment of not less 
than three months in the county jail 
nor more than five years in the pen- 
itentiary, er by fine of not less than 
$100, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment, and automatically disfran- 
chises the defendant.

This would involve turning over to 
him the duties now reposed in the 
Chief of Staff, a change which 
would seem to leave no post of im- 
portance for Gen. Wood unless 
Wood should be made Secretary of 
War. And to make Wood the Sec- 
retary and give Pershing full au- 
thority as Commander in Chief 
would: be certain to precipitate a 
conflict. 

Gen. Edwards stands foremost 
amone the men who have been su- 
perseded in the new list of appoint- 
ments. Gen. Edwards heads the list 
of Brigadier-Generals. At the out- 
break of the war, Gen. Edwards was 
placed in command of the Twenty- 
sixth (New England) Division. He 
trained the outfit and took it to 
France, one of the first to go over- 
seas. He led the division in all the 
hard fighting of 1918, but was dis- 
placed shortly before the armistice. 
Edwards was very bitter over this 
removal. Recently he was dropped 
back to his regular rank and placed 
in command of a brigade at Camp 
Dixon. 

Edwards has powerful political 
backing. but so also has Pershing, 
whose father-in-law, Senator Francis 
E. Warren, ts chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations 
and was for many years the head 
of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. 

Men who are out to clip the wings 
of Pershing say that it is a case 
of now or never. If he has his way, 
they assert, he will not only be the 
dictator of American Army affairs 
for the next four years, until he re- 
tires at the age of 64, but will per- 
petuate in control his group of 
chosen subordinates for many years 
to come. 

Edwards Resents His Rank.

people of Missouri, and not a Re- 
publican administration dedicated 
to peanut politics." The Legisla- 
ture, which convenes Jan. 5 for a 70- 
day session, is charged by the Con- 
stitution with the duty of redistrict- 
ing. 

Hyde, throughout the campaign, 
denounced the present districting as 
a Democratic gerrymander, which, 
he said, destroyed all incentive of 
the Senators to public service, and 
made the only incentive one of po- 
litical party service along strictly 
partisan lines. Republican campaign 
speakers for 20 years have charged 
that the Democrats in establishing 
district lines had so fixed them that 
the Republican vote was concen- 
trated largely in a few districts, 
while the Democratic vote controlled 
in a large number of district, and 
that even if Missouri went 75,000 
Republican, the Republicans could 
not elect a majority of Senators. It 
‘went more than 100,000 Republican 
this year, and obtained the major- 
ity. 

Power With Republicans. 

It will be within the power of the 
Republican Wegislature to create 
districts as unfairly in the interests 
‘of the Republican party, as the pres- 
ent districts were created in the in- 
tegest of the Democratic party, or it 
will be in its power to create dis- 
tricts fairly representing the inter- 
ests of both parties. 

Nothing can be done toward Con- 
gressional districting until Congress 
decides the number of Congressmen 
to which Missouri will be entitled. 
The State now has 16, but there has 
been some discussion of a plan to 
avoid the increase in the total men- 
bership of Congress, which would 
follow the old apportionment. If 
the membership is held the same es 
at the present, the number of Mis- 
sour! Congressmen probably will be 
reduced from 16 te 14. 

If the total of Congress should be 
increased in proportion to the in- 
crease in population Missouri will 
retain its present number. This 
probably would result in a change in 
at least one St. Louis district, tho 
Tenth, which includes St. Louls 
County. It is an unusually large 
district and unquestionably in a re- 
districting {it would be cut down, at 
least to strike off St. Louis County

Representative O. B. Whita- 
ker of Weaubleau Also 
Against Politicians’ Dicta- 
torship in Organization.

WEAUBLEAU, Mo., Nov. 13. — 
The legislative payroll graft scan- 
dal which has developed at every 
session of tne Missouri Legislature 
for many years, has been brought to 
the front in advance of the 1921 
Legislature by O. B. Whitaker of 
Weaubleau, who is seeking election 
as speaker of the next House on a 
campaign of opposition to the pay- 


roll graft and opposition to partici- 
pation by the Republican  politi- 
cians of St. Louls and the State in 
the organization of the House. 

Whitaker points to the records of 
the State Auditor's office in support 
of a charge that the State Treasury 
was looted by members of the Legis- 
lature. through the employment of 
unnecessary clefks, and through the 
habit of placing on the payroll by 
some members the names of their 
wives, daughters and sons. In most 
instances there relatives performed 
no service. 


Last House Criticised. 


“The last House was no different 
from previous Houses, and little dif- 
ferent from the Democratic Senate,” 
Whitaker said. “The graft was a 
little more extensive in the Senate, 
bit that does not excuse the House. 


215 clerks and employes on the pay- 
roll. They drew $99,071. The Sen- 
ate had an average of 350 employes 
and they drew $155,639. 

“The system has been for each 
majority member to have the nam- 
ing of one clerk. In addition to 
these every committee chairman 
named aclerk.

“I opposed the system in the last 
Legislature and came near having a 
personal encounter with one mem- 
ber because of my opposition.

“I sought to correct conditions by 
a resolution in the House, but po- 
litical influences were brought to 
bear and a substitute for my reso- 
lution was adopted. It was prepar- 
ed to look like it meant the same 
thing as mine, but it actually meant 
nothing. I then caused tke adop- 
tion of a resolution by the Accounts 
Committee for the meeting of the 
committee two days before each pay 
day, but the resolution was ignored. 

Poor Pay No Excuse, 

“A member of the Legislature re- 
ceives a salary of $5 a day. That, 
of course, is not enough, put it does

Whitaker also said he was op- 
posed to a nian tried two years ago 
when all Republican members of the 
Legislature were summoned to §8t. 
Louis a few days before the opening 
of the session by Republican party 
leaders, who sought to control the 
election of the speaker. Whitaker 
said they wanted to be in control be- 
cause of certain legislation they had 
to advocate later in the session. 

“IT have heard a similar confer- 
ence is In prospect this year,” he 
said.

for Young Men.

Bishop William A. Quayle of the 
Methodist Church and Alfred L.

Simmons’ Rules for Success, 


Simmons, in his article, declares 
that the selection of a line of busi- 
ness should be made carefully, and 
relates his reason for choosing the 
hardware business. The reason ' was 
that the hardware store deals in 
durable articles, which have a 
chance to establish their merit, as 
compared with groceries and arti- 
cles of ‘clothing, which have soon 
served their purpose. His rules for 
success, for himself and others, are: 
Not to watch the clock; to command 
increased pay by results, rather than 
to ask for it; to do more than ex- 
pected; not to think one’s self over- 
worked, or think one’s own job the 
hardest; to understand and recognize 
one’s own weaknesses; to follow the 
early-to-bed and early-to-rise rule, 
arfd to eschew bad habits. Cigar- 
ette smoking is specified as a bad 
habit, and an instance is cited in 
which this habit kept a young man 


from getting a place in the Sim- 
mons establishment.

Chamber of Commerce Directors 
Authorize Naming of Com- 
mittee to Undertake Task.

Challis’ Opinion. 

M. Challis of the London County 
and Westminster Bank gave this 
opinion: 

“France is buying dollars through 
London. This is one cause of the 
fall in the franc. Speculators in the 
inner circle find out what contracts 
are coming off and they sel} or buy 
to their advantage. This is proven 
by the rise and fall of the franc 
within a few days. Overproduction 
in America causes American business 
men to close out their holdings in 
francs and realize in dollars.”’ 

The manager of the exchange de- 
partment of Cox & Co., Ltd., is 
quoted thus: 

’“The exchange rate is not made in 
Paris. We are absolutely dependent 
here on New York.” 

French Editorial View. 

N. Betrel, financial editor of La 
Liberte, said: 

“State debts and private debts 
have to be paid, and Americans are 
certainly at present on the whole 
withdrawing their money from 
France and turning it into dollars. 
Besides, we have now to pay ready 
money for large shipments of Amer- 
ican coal.”’ 

The exchange manager of the 
Banque Anglo Sud Americaine, said: 

“The situation is very serious. 
Speculation, I am sure, plays quite 
a small part in the depreciation of 
the franc. One reason is heavy re- 
cent purchases of Americay coal. An- 
other cause is lack of faith abroad 
in French credit.

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The Government and 
Inland Waterways

HB presence of the Federal 
Government in an operating 
role on inland waterways, par- 
tHeularly long after the railroads 
have been turned back to private 
ewnership, has caused many oppo- 
nents of Government operation of 
public utilities to ask if the implied 
intent of the transportation act in 


"this connection is not being evaded. 


While this might seem to be the 


_ ease, a closer examination of the cir- 


eumstances under which the Gov- 
ernment-operated barge lines came 
into existence, and have since been 
maintained, indicates that, on the 
contrary, the work which the Gov- 
ernment is now doing In this direc- 
tion is actually paving the way for 
profitable private operations on these 
waterways, which, when possible, 
will go far toward compensating for 
some of the enormous sums spent in 
the past for waterway improve- 
ments. 


ft will, therefore, be of Interest to 
trace the origin and development of 
these waterway transportation lines, 
and to eee what benefits may be ex- 
from the losses incurred in 
their maintenance. 

As a result of the preliminary in- 
conducted by the Com- 
mittee on Inland Waterways of the 
Rafiread Administration, described 
in @ previous article, the Director 
General of Rallroads early in the 
epring of 1918 instructed that plans 
be prepared under which the maxi- 
mum use might be made of the Mis- 
sissipp! and Warrior rivers and of 
the New York Barge Canal, for the 
relief of war-time freight congestion. 
The method by which these water- 
ways might be made most productive 
was at the moment immaterial. The 
three routes particularly selected 
were those which seemed to be most 
capable of helping untangle the im- 
mense traffic jams against which the 
railroads were futilely struggling. 
The problem was to materialize these 
possibilities. Whether physical op- 
erations on these routes should be 
maintained directly by the Govern- 
ment, as were other common  car- 
riere at that time, or if better re- 
sults could be secured by encourag- 
ing and assisting private enterprises 
in supplying the necessary transpor- 
tation facilities, were questions left 

to the committee for solution. 


FTER eeveral weeks of intense 
Aes of the various elements 

affecting operations over these 
routes, the Committee on Inland Wa- 
terways recommended the former 
plan, including the acquisition by the 
Government of all suitable existing 
floating equipment and the construc- 
tion of such additional boats as con- 
ditions demanded, it being thought 
that most immediately efficient re- 
sults could be secured with the Gov- 
emmment operating these fleets so 
that they would be actually integrat- 
ed, so far as possible, with nearby 
railways and highways. 

The Director General of Railroads, 
concurring in these views, directed 
the commandeering of all available 
privately owned craft, and set up the 
becestary organizations in order that 
operations might commence immedi- 
ately on these three waterways. 

This action resulted in the assem- 
bling of a very mixed collection of 

units, many of which were 
‘tremely inefficient and in poor 
operating condition. Nevertheless, 
these boats made possible the initia-

/early in September the postofiice 
here has been suffering from a dearth 
of stamps, particularly those of low 
value, 1, 2 and 3 cents, which are 
in most general demand. Loca! let- 
| tors had to be handed ifn at the gen- 
eral postoffice, where they were post- 
marked “postage paid.” All adhesive 
‘Stamps being reserved for foreign 
| correspondence. But in a few days 
|}the whole supply reserved for this 
| purpose was exhausted. 

So it became necessary to provide 


‘| provisional stamps of the face value 


cf 3 cents to defray the oversea post- 
age. On Sept. 10, therefore, the re- 
maining stock of the obsolete 15-cent 
| Stamp of the jubilee series of the col- 
| ony, Originally issued in 1897, In a 

pictorial design representing seals on 

an ice-floe, was pressed into the 
|service and reissued, after having 
| been reduced to the uniform value of 

“3 cents” by means of a surcharge 
in two lines of black Roman capitals. 

Although these emergency stamps 
were not sold to the public, bit were 
| fixed by postal officials to letters 
_handed in over the counter, the first 
/printing was used up by thé outport 
postoffice in about 24 hours. A sec- 
ond provisional %8-cent stamp had 
therefore to be improvised, and for 
this purpose the 35-cent value of’the 
same out-of-date series was utilized. 
surcharged in like manner and is- 
sued to the public on Sept. 14. 

A new issue of postage stamps is 
in preparation for Newfoundland to 
replace the present caribou head 
type. It commemorates the exploits 
of the Royal Newfoundland Regi- 
ment in the great war.

SIOUX FALLS, & D.—From well | 
digger to United States Senator is'| 
the record made by Gov. Peter Nor- 
beck, who on Nov. 2 was elected 
United States Senator from South 
Dakota by the Republicans of the 
State to succeed Senator E. 8. John- 
son, Democrat. 

Gov. Norbeck was born in Clay 

County, Dakota Territory, in 1870, 
within 10 miles of the first perma- 
nent schoolhouse erected in the ter- 
ritory. His parents were among the 
pioneers and made entry of a home- 
stead only a few years after Presi- 
dent Abrajam Lincoln opened that, 
part of Dakota Territory for white 
settlement. His father was a Luth- | 
eran cleregyman aside from being a | 
farmer, and took great, jnterest in all} 
questions pertaining not only to the/ 
farm, but also to the State and the | 
church. On account of his interest 
in public affairs, the elder Norbeck 
was elected to the Territorial Assem- 
bly in 1872, and the State Legislature 
in 1887. 
The family moved to Charles Mix 
County, South Dakota, which at that | 
time was on the very frontiers of civ- | 
flization. The stern realities of life | 
prevented young Norbeck from get- 
ting a real college education. He had 
only a short period at the State Uni- 
versity at Vermililon, S. D., in addli- 
tion to his cOMmOn school course. 

But what he lacked in college 
training was more than made up in 
the university of real life. In this 
respect he was like many other great | 
Americans who, as_ self-made men, 
have blazed the trail to usefulness! 
and fame.

Peter Norbeck’s career will be an 
inspiration to all young Americans, 
and again illustrates the claim that 
worth and ability are recognized in

With only $130 which he had bor- 
rowed from his father, he started at 
the age of 25 on a business career | 
as a well digger. During recent 
years he and his partners have con- 
ducted the largest artesian well drill- 
ing business in the United States, 
with headquarters at Redfield, S. D. 
Their success has been wonderfi:l. 
New methods and machinery evolved 
by Mr. Norbeck and his partners, 
coupled with efficiency and organi- 
zation, have made it possible for ev- 
ery farmer in the artesian zone of 
the Northwest to have a constant 
supply of water always at command, 
at a small fraction of the former 
cost. 

After Mr. Norbeck moved to Red- | 
field in 1900, the residents of that 
city soon discovered that he was in- 
terested in public questions, and he 
was twice chosen by the voters of 
Redfield to serve in the City Council.

The French peasant suffered from | 
the war more than any other class in | 
the population.

And yet the peasant seems to be 
the one who forgets it first. What 
memories he has may be painfu! 
enough, but they are growing vaguer 
and vaguer each day. The peasant 
is interested in the present in the 
life of the soll which he owns. 

The French peasant in general 
works his own property. That is 
why revolutionary socialism, how- | 
aver successful its propaganda may | 
be in the big cities, makes no head- | 
way with the masses in the fields, 90 | 
per cent of whom own something. | 
Ever since the Revolution put the 
|French farmer in possession of his | 
| farm, he had been faithful to the | 
republic and to democracy, ill dis- 
posed, also, to laugh at any jokes on, 
the subject of private property. The | 
land is almost an object of worship 
| to the French peasant. The affec- 
| tionate devotion with which 
he nurses his plot of ground is some- 
thing hard for anyone else to under- 

stand. While this passion has a 
great social significance, for the 
| country, it at times runs to absurd 
extremes. 
| Anecdote of Land Owner. 
_ At the beginn™&g of the war, so 
the story runs, the French were fight- 
ing a heavy battle against the Ger- 
mans along the frontier of Lorraine. 
One division saw fit to occupy a 
granary, where it held out for a 
whole day. The farmer, however, | 
refused to leave the building. It be- 
longed to him, and, strong in his 
property right, he would not be oust- | 
ed save by due process of law. All | 
day long he watched the fight from 
the interior of his barn, seeing mer 
fall on every hand, while the shells 
were plowing up his wheat fields 
and breaking down his hedges. His 
wild verbal protests did no goad. In 
spite of his threats to have the law 
on the two riotous gangs that were 
spolling his year's work, the show 
went on. At nightfall the French 
retired before superior numbers. But 
this also the peasant could not un- 
derstand. Hé Tran out into the rain 
of bullets to stop a man on horse-, 
back much as a hotel keeper would 
interfere with the departure of a, 
| guest trying to beat his bil. ‘Look 
‘here, sir,” he exclaimed, “this is, 
not the way to do business. Here | 
(you fellows have been doing just as. 
/you pleased around my farm, all day 
long. And now you think you are 
|} going to leave without saying even 
‘thank you, eh! No, sir! You've had 
your fun, and now you pay. To 
| whom: shall I send the bill for the 
damage you have done?” 

The anecdote, true or false, is 
characteristic at least of the French 
peasant.

drama. Now no doubt they’s a great many people that 
considered themself capable of writeing photo plays 
but couldn't afford to take none of the high price 
correspondents coarses in same and would of always 
remained a drug in their office or somewheres had you 
not of came to bat with your dow price school. 

“Now what I as is why won’t you be as thoughtfull 
of the people that wants to write short stories like you 
was to the ones that wanted to write for pictures. 1! 
have always felt like I had a gift for writeing short 
fictions but don’t kn&w nothing about technics, length 
of stories and ete. and couldn't dig up the price witch 
is demanded by the correspondents schools for tuition 
and ete. It seems to me like you are well qualified to 
learn people the art of story writeing even better than 
other kinds of writeing because I once read a story 
of yours in a magazine witch you must of been the ed- 
itor’s brother in law but still and all it was printed 
and you probably got payed for same witch is more 
than you can say in regards to your efforts at photo 
plays.

O THE reviewer's 
table comes a“ 
volume quaintly 
bound. The covers 
are sky-blue;

“Revelations of Louise,” is 
printed in letters of gold. The 
frontispiece is a portrait of an 
attractive young woman in eve- 
ning dress; and in the text is a 
snapshot of the same girl in 
street clothes 

It is mot strange if the bine covers. the white mar- 
gin, the gold letters and the two pictures cause an 
impression of something out of the ordinary. For, 
if one may believe the testimony of the author, al! of 
these details were dictated by the spirit of a young 
woman who died Nov. 8, 1918. 

“The Revelations of Louise,” by Albert S. Crockett 
(Stokes). is one of the most arresting of the books that 
are now constantly appearing as records of purported 
communications with the dead. One circumstance of 
the narrative is declared to be absolutely unique. 
This is, that the channel of communication was a gir) 
of 13 who was totally unaware that she was acting as 
a medium. The situation was so sensational, accord- 
ing to the author, as to amaze even the spirit world, so 
that as many as 5000 phantoms gathered at a time to 
witness and marvel at the escances. 


Relatives and friends of the family, we are told, had 
“reserved seats” at these affairs: that is, they were 
permitted to pack themselves, “Ifike sardines.” tn the 
room itself. The others were described as being as 
sembied outside the house—the walls being transparent 
to their eyes--in an arrangement of three tiers, like 
“subway, surface and elevated lines.” 


The author, Albert S. Crockett, is a veteran news- 
paper man, having served 16 years as reporter and cor- 
reepondent in many countries. He worked in Philadel- 
phia for the Times and Inquirer, and in New York 
for the Herald, Sun and Times. The responsible heads 
of several of these newspapers give unreserved testi- 
mony as to the writer's reliability and veracity. He says 
himself that “a long experience in assisting to expose 
frauds should serve to make such a one at least skep- 
tical.” <A thorough skeptic he professes himself to 
have been, “unti) finally I was furnished with actual 
manifestations of power I believe to be extra-human. 
and which satisfied my vision, my sense of touch and 
my reason.” 

A sketch of Crockett’s domestic affairs must pre- 
cede an account of the alleged revelations. He was the 
stepfather of the dead girl, Louise, whose father had 
been divorced from Crockett’s wife. Louise seems to 
have been a very charming and human young woman, 
whose serious interest was in vocal music. Just as 
she was about to be graduated from a famous music 
school, she developed a cough, and was burried away 
for a course of open-air treatment. She seemed to re- 
cover, and became engaged to marry. The wedding 
date was set, the trousseau was prepared; then her 
lover, a graduate of one of the officers’ training camps, 
was peremptorily ordered to France. Following came 
the shock of the newe that ber brother had been seri- 
ously wounded et Chateau-Thierry; the double blow 
caused a relapse which ended in her death.

From the head of a band of Yaqui Indians, he has risen 
to command an army of approximately 200,000 men, 
in which he has been just [rish enough to incorporate 
ail the bandits and rebels who opposed him, distribut- 
ing the title of “General” with a largesse which only 
a politician trained by Tammany could hope to rival. 
He has the best and largest army 
any Latin-American republic ever 
bas raised. From an underling in 
the Madero and Carranza armies he 
first made himself chief string- 
puller of the marionettes which 
dance in Mexico City for this or 
that leader, and now he is about to 
pull those strings from the presi- 
dential.chair. His career puts one 
in mind of that of Barney O'Higzins 
in Chile, some decades ago, yet he 
has had a more difficult problem 
than O'Higgins, since he has had to 
contro! 15,000,000 people of 85 dia- 
lects, the while he eliminated, one 
by one, the men who had put them- 
selves into high places in Mexico. 


Porfirio Diaz, when he was Presi- 
dent of Mexico, once said to the 
writer: “It is far better that a 
little bad blood be Shed intentional- 
ly than that a great deal of good 
blood flow through allowing the bad 
blood to con‘inue.”

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New Building in St. Louis Being 
“Shot From a Cement Gun 


Novel device, requiring only a small crew and simple wooden cS 


forms, renders greater speed and more economy possible in 
putting up walls of reinforced concrete — English builders 
have used it in coping with the house shortage $3 3: 


HE first building of its kind 
in St. Louis, as far as meth- 
ods of construction are con- 
cerned, is nearing completion 
near Macklind and Mapn- 
chester avenues. 

It is being erected with a 

“cement gun.” 

The gun did not receive its name because 
it is made of cement, but because it 
“shoots” a thoroughly mixed stream of 
liquid cement into the place prepared fur 
it, forming walls which are said to be re- 
markable for their solidity and strength. 

Upon the score of a threefold economy 
claimed for the gun—in time, labor and 
material—the work is being watched witb 
considerable interest by builders. 

Practically the same method of construc- 
tion has been quite extensively used in 
England, in the building of cottages to 
relieve the housing shortage, which was 
quite acute there after the war. In this 
country, the cement gun rendered satis- 
factory service at Norfolk, Va., in build- 
ing concrete barges. _ 

The finished material is called “gunnite.”’ 

A crew of five men is sufficient to op- 
erate the gun, and with fair efficiency 
should put on between 2500 and 3000 square 
feet in eight hours, according to Kendal! 
Creecy, general superintendent for the 
Graner Contracting Co. The’ new local 
building is one of medium size which the 
National Lead Co. will use for a pottery 
factory. 

The finished wall has an average thick- 
ness of two inches, including the reinforce- 
ment of wire inside the wall and about 
midway between the two surfaces. For the 
genera! features of gunnite are about the 
fame as of the usual reinforced concrete 
wall, except that the advocates of gun- 
nite say it is better. The differences which 
make this a novelty in the building line 
are more in the methods than in the type 
of wall built. 

Contrary to the expectation of a person 
who watches this process for the first 
time, the word “gun” is not S&pplied to the 
brass nozzle out of which the liquid ce- 
ment is discharged, but*’instead to a two- 
wheeled machine connected by hose on one 
side with an air-compressing plant, and by 
another hose on the other side with the 
nozzle. 

In this gun, or lock machine, which can 
be pulled from place to place as the prog- 
ress of the work requires, the mixture of 
cement and sand is fed into a current of 
compressed air which flies continuously, 


via the gup, from the compressed air tank 
to the nozzle, leaving the nozzle under an 
average pressure of 40 pounds. 

The gun consists of two large locks, one 
above the other, and connected by a large, 
Close-fitting valve. The mixture of sand 
and cement is put into the upper lock, which 
also has a top valve, and this latter valve 
is closed. A system of aircocls makes it 
possible to produce the same air pressure 
in the upper lock as in the lower, whenever 
the connecting valve is opened to permit 
the downward flow of material.

lower lock, while the upper lock is again 
loaded from the outside. 

In the lower lock, meanwhile, an air mo- 
tor ceaselessly revolves a circular plate 
which just fits the bottom of the lower 
lock, and which is arranged so as to de- 
liver an unvarying amount of the cement 
and sand mixture at the exit into the sec- 
ond hose, which leads to the nozzle. This 
mixture is still dry and remains so as it 
flies through the hose and until within 
some five or six inches of the nozzle. 

Attached to the outside of this hose is 
@ smaller one which conducts water, under 
the ordinary city pressure, to the nozzle. A 
few inches from the tip of the nozzle the 
two hoses are connected, and through 
eight small holes the water, in a cone 
shape pointed outwads, enters the large 
hose and mixes with the cement and sand. 

Due to the 40-pound pressure behind the 
stream of material, it is thoroughly hydrat- 
ed before spouting out of the nozzle. In- 
deed, because no gravel is used for gun- 
nite, but only screened sand. and because 
of the hydration and ajpplication under 
pressure, its advocates say the resulting 
fabric is more closely knit than ordinary 
concrete, and entirely eliminates “voids.” 

Another advantage claimed, besides the 
economy in labor and material, is in the 
item of wooden forms. In a gunnite build- 
ing, forms are used only on one side of 
the wore, and after the reinforcing ma- 
terial has been put in place, the liguid 
material is shot against that one form and 
the stream continues to play, until the de 
sired thic-ness has been attgined. W hen

The forms can be removed in 24 hours, 2s compared 
with the six to 10 days which is usual for ordinary 
concrete construction.

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- Facing Death on the Desert For 94 Days = 


After French Plane Crashed Over Sa 


Official report of army mechanic is thrilling narrative 
of hardship and courage among the interminable 
_ dunes—-Gen. Lapperine died following two weeks 
of suffering, but Adjt. Bernard was rescued.

ERE is a most extraordinary story 
of the desert, a story so gripping in 
its intensity that it needs no word 
painting or rhetoric. The simple 
facts as told by a young soldier in his official 
report ©n the death of his General are more 
eloquent than novelist could make them. Briefly, this 
is what happened: Two French army airplanes start. 
ed at 7:30 a. m. from the oasis of Tamanrasset, an ad 
vanced post in the Sahara, to fly to Timbuctoo, I[n 
one was Commandant Vuillemain, in the other were 
Gen. Lapperinc, Adjt. Bernard and Marcel Voslin, a 
young aviator mechanic, who had responded at the 
last moment to a cail for a voluntecr. The General sat 
on Voslin’s knees, while Bernard piloted the machine. 
The Touaregs, led by their grand chief, Moussa ag 
Amastane, gave them a great sendoff. Vuillemain’s 
machine reached Timbuctoo in safety, but for 24 days 
nothing was heard of the other and its three passen- 
gers. It.was not until March 14 that Bernard and 
Voslin were found by accident, at deaths door, from 
hunger, thirst and heat, alone in the desert beside the 
wreck of their aiiplane and nea; the shallow grave 
in which they hud buried the General. Voslin’s offi- 
cial report’ is here translated from L’Illustration, very 
slightly abridged.

OR several minutes we fly over Tamaen- 
rasset and the Hoggar region. Then we fly 
off to the south-sputhwest, following as well 
as possible the camel route towards Tin 
Rharo. After about 12 miles the trail is 
no longer visible, so we follow a valley that 
seems to lead in the right direction. Com- 
mandant Vuillemain leads, but at a lower altitude. 
Adjt. Bernard follows, as had been agreed. 

As Tin Zaubaten is not in sight at 11:30, and we 
have gas for only 20 minutes more of flight, we decided 
to send out a wireless signal of distress and to make a 
landing. The ground is a vast plain, very soft, and 
there are sand dunts to the north. At more than 6000 
feet alti‘ude the wind is ahead; Bernard steers to the 
south and descends. When not more than 75 feet 
above the ground a sudden puff of wind turns the 
machine on its left wing, and, to make matters worse, 
the surface wind is from the north, which makes us 
capsize violently. 

The General, not being tied, is caught between me 
and the wind shield and wounded: his left collarbone 
is broken, one side is crushed, and he feels internal 
contusions. Bernard crawls out unscathed from under 
the machine; as for me, my head is in the sand, but 
[ get out only slightly bruised. 

After the first shock we are disagreeably amazed to 
observe that Vuiliemain’s machine has vanished. Our 
first care is to ga.her up the flasks of reserve water: 
they are mixed up with the boxes of preserved foods, 
tools, etc., all half-buried in the sand. 

It is about noon and as the temperature is about 113 
degrees Fahrenheit, we lié down in the shade of the 
wings of the overturned airplane. Gen. Lapperine says 
to us: “My sons, we will try-to eat; then we will rest 
until tomorrow morning, when we will consult as te 
what to do.” ‘ 

About 4 o'clock the temperature is more bearable: we 
undress and lie on the sand, which is beginning to fet 
cool. In the night breeze we slecp very lightly and 
our rest is broken by long intervals of meditation. 

In the morning (Feb. 19), before dawn, the General 
decides that we must start in a northwesterly direc- 
tion in the hope of finding the Adrar Mountains. So

we gather up what is necessary for the march. 

The General encourages us by saying that the trail 
is not more than 30 miles away. We have faith in 
him. He tells us to make a fire to draw attention to 
us. We find some dry herbage with which we make a 
tiny flame for 10 minutes. In the night we fire three 
shots, but in vain, for no one hears. 

Very early on the twentieth we resurmhe our march in 
the same direction; we hope that before the day is over 
we shall see the Adrar Mountains. The soft sand 
makes walking painful; our feet sink several inches at 
every step. From time to time the General peers 
ahead through his field glasses; but he discovers noth- 
ing, always the immensity! 


About 11 o’clock we camp as before until 4 p. m. 
The straps of the bottles aid boxes have made our 
shoulders sore, walking has tired us out, and we go on 
with difficulty. 

At sunset we reach a little hill, when we had hoped 
to see the longed-for mountains, but there is nothing 
except a region of sand dunes stretching for many 
miles ahead. We feel.our morale distinctly lowered. 
Gen. Lapperine tries by consulting his map to find 
out just where we are. We watch him closely and 
read in his face that we are lost. He says we shall 
return tomorrow morning to our airplane and it is im- 
portant that we reach it quickly. At the foot of the 
dune we lie waiting for daylight. 


On Feb. 21, at the usual hour, we retrace our steps 
in the direction of the airplane we had left two days 
ago. “The General is very feeble. We make brief 
marches of one hour. 

At 11 o’clock the usual halt. Our throats are so dry 
we cannot eat, so we wait till evening. We start 
again at 4 and walk till 7, when we can go no further, 
as we cannot see our footprints. After eating our daily 
box of food, we arrange our flasks in a line to mark 
the direction for the morrow, for we shall start before 
dawn. 


On the twenty-second, about 4 @& m. we have diffi- 
culty in rising; the General cannot-get up by himself, 
so we help him and are off. We rest every half hour. 
We see the airplane and are happy, although we 
know that safety doeg not await us there. It seems 
near, but we walk a long time. When 400 yards away, 
our chief can go no further. 


“My lads,’ he says, “go ahead and arrange your af- 
fairs, you can come back for me later.” But Bernard 
supports him and at 9:30 we reach our goal. It has 
not moved; the upper planes, which are on the ground. 
are already buried in sand. We look to see if the 
radiator has leaked and are happy to find that it is 
still nearly full. 


On the twenty-third nothing new. On the twenty- 
fotrth J fire nine shots at a gazelle, but miss. Clouds 
give us false hope, making us imagine we see people. 
On the twenty-fifth we see another gazelle. Bernard 
tries vainly to shoot it. 

In the night of Feb. 25-26 the General calis Bernard 
several times to know if he is asleep. Nothing new 
on the twenty-sixth, but we still hope to be found. 
On the twenty-seventh a great sandstorm compels us 


to hide under cover. The General's condition worries 
us. In the night I dream we are saved. 

March 1.—For 12 days we have seen no one, friend or 
enemy. Deep despair is marked on our faces. We 
spend our time dismounting the instruments. March 
2 passes like the other days; in the evening we make 
a fire of a pneumatic tire and a motor blanket. Eve- 
ning and morning we fire three cartridges; but it is use- 
less, for there is none to hear. 

On the third a violent sandstorm. The General is 
breathing with great difficulty. Bernard studies the 
map and calculates that we are about 80 miles from 
Tin Zaubaten. We make a plan to walk towards 
that post tn the hope of finding help on the way; our 
chief grants us permission, but says: “My sons, if you 
go over there you will certainly never return.” 

On the fourth we expect him to die any moment; 
he can scarcely swallow his chocolate. We see birds of 
prey hovering over us and hear them croak; they 
know that there will be death among us very soon. 

On the fifth the General says to us: “My sons, it 
was believed that I knew the desert; but nobody knows 
it. I am to blame for your misfortune. I have crossed 
the Sahara 10 times and I shall stay on it the eleventh.” 
We think he will hold out two or three days more. To- 
wards noon he calls for water. I lift him while DBer- 


nard gives it to him. I lay him down again. About 3 
I am talking with Bernard when he says: ‘It is 
strange the General does not ask for a drin«.” Pernard 


touches his leg. He has died wi'hout uttering a groan. 

On the sixth we think of burying him, but we still 
hope to be found. The heat is greater than ever. We 
have rations of water for six days and food for four. 
Bernard and I agree to drink two and one-half quarts 
of water a day. Bernard has a terrible thirst, but he 
will not touch hig ration of water; instead he breaks 
the compass and drinks the liquid therein. This eve- 
ning our dinner is one biscuit apiece. In the night we 
shiver and in the morning we are stiff with cold. At 
sunset we go to a rut cut by a wheel of the airplane 
tn landing, and by digging with our hands enlarge it to 
nmrake a hole in which our great chief may rest. When 
we have buried him we place a wheel over him and 
fix a kepi on top. After paying him our last homage 
we retire in sadness. The grave is 10 meters from our 
machine. 

On the eighth we collect our personal effects, in two 
little packages, write the address of our families and 
add money for postage. We place the bundles in the 
General's valise and put this in the fusilage. On the 
ninth we awake without hope. Bernard writes on the 
back of an envelope: “The General is buried 10 yards 
in front of the airplane; a kepi and a wheel are on his 
grave. Please open this valise; in it are letters and 
packages to be sent to our families. Everything is 
ready. There is money for postage. Thanks for who- 
ever will do it. March 9,10 a.m. Think we can hold 
out till the twelfth. Bernard.” 

On the tenth we do not move; we spend the day lying,

It is ex 
plained as “static” electricity, and en one occasion 
knocked Lester Pruitt, nozzle man shown in the pic- 
ture, to the ground. 

This electricity is made by the rapid friction of 
material in the lower lock of the gun, and conducte.! 
by the hose to the nozzle. If the nozzle man steps 
onto a piece of metal, or into’ water, he gets a shock 
which may be fairly stiff. Frank Stewart, labor fore- 
man, also told of receiving a shock from the nozz 
while “shooting” cement.
